A PECULIAR COMPOUND. 

Crjosiauo TIiimvn In Hie fold and 
Freeze* Fuller Hent. 

According to a German medical jour¬ 
nal, very anomalous is the conduct of 
a peculiar chemical compound known 
ns “cryosta.se.” This consists of a mix¬ 
ture in equal parts of phenol, saponin 
ftnd camphor, with a little turpentine 
oil. 

Thik weird substance possesses the 
remarkable quality of becoming liquid, 
pr wo may say of “thawing,” in tlie 
cold, and again becoming solid, or, as 
it were, “freezing,” when heated, 

It Is true that some other bodies—ns, 
forJnstnnee. tho white of an egg—pos¬ 
sess a similar property of becoming 
Bolid, or coagulating, (with heat, buf in 
the case of these, when once tho solidi¬ 
fication has taken place, no degree of 
cold will restore them to the liquid 
state, whereas with ervostaso the ex¬ 
periment can be repented and tho 
process reversed nuy nutuber of times. 

We have thus a substance which ab¬ 
solutely defies nil rule and precedent, 
but of whose exceptional behavior no 
satisfactory explanation has as yet 
been given.

Bussiu. There arc a thousand rooms 
in the Kremlin, and tho State apart¬ 
ments are indescribably splendid, 
much of the furniture being literally 
studded with precious stones. Of 
tho series of halls the most wonderful 
is t that, of St. Catherine, of which 
the walls arc supported by malachite 
pillars. Here the newly-crowned Czar¬ 
ina always holds her first court, im¬ 
mediately after her coronation.

No other method is quite so effec¬ 
tual as systematic training under an 
intelligent instructor, when this is 
available, but a great deni can ba 
accomplished by homo gymnastics if 
persistently practised. In these, days 
of deficient breathing and excessive 
lung disease especial attention ahould 
be directed to the strengthening of 
the muscles of the chest and abdo¬ 
men. The excise should be. taken 
daily nnd in tho open nir when the 
weather will permit; it should never 
bo undertaken in a closed room. 
Whether dumb-bells and wall-pulleys 
or some other method bo employed, 
the movements should be carried to 
the print of inducing deep respira¬ 
tion. Moderate running and bicy¬ 
cling increase the breathing power, 
ami rowing is regarded as the best 
of all exercises. 

A few precautions should bo ob- 
s-citved. Nothing more cumbersome 
than the regulation costume of the 
gymnasium should be worn unless re¬ 
duction of weight, is desired. Tho 
time limit at tho beginning should 
bo ton or fifteen minutes; it may be 
increased gradually to an hour, tho 
rapidity of tho increase correspond¬ 
ing to tho physical condition of tho 
individual. The weight of each 
dumb-bell for a sou,nd young man 
should rarely exceed two pounds, and 
that of each wall-pulley should ho 
limited to three pounds. Nothing 
is gained by attempting too much, 
and tho improvement of month's may 
be checked by tho ovorwork of an 
hour. The slight soreness of the 
muscles during the first few days 
must not, howovor, bo looked upon 
as an indication of overwork.

This microbe does not exist 
normally in the Kumam^fe^dy, and 
can he introduced with very great 
benefit to the health, us it preys on 
the hundreds of thousands of mi¬ 
crobes which infest the large intes¬ 
tine. It has been noted that there 
is a great similarity between old 
age nnd disease. A study of cer¬ 
tain diseases has proved that there 
is no difference between the mechan¬ 
ism of senile atrophy nnd that of 
atrophy caused by a microbe or poi¬ 
son; in fact, on the approach of old 
age, a veritable battle is waged in 
the innermost parts of the body. 

“Research is therefore being prose¬ 
cuted to dificovcr a means of 
strengthening the vital elements of 
the body on one hand, and to weaken 
the aggressive tendency of the harm¬ 
ful microbes on the other." When 
this is attained, the professor thinks 
life will be prolonged much longer 
than the present average.

COOL CUBED CHEESE. 

An Increasing Demand For It Ex¬ 
ists This Ssason. 

Judging from the greater demand 
for cool cured cheese which* exists 
this season, the vild Country mer¬ 
chants are beginning to realize more 
fully the advantage there ia in hand¬ 
ling cheese which have not been ex¬ 
posed during the process of curing 
to a temperature higher than sixty 
degrees. Cheese factories that are 
able to offer strictly cool cured 
cheese are deriving so much benefit 
that it must be only a question of 
time, a short time in fact, until all 
factories are equipped with proper 
cool curing rooms. 

The experience gained at the Gov¬ 
ernment cool curing rooms has de¬ 
monstrated that, while tho first re¬ 
quisite is to control the temperature 
it is also necessary to provide for 
some circulation of the air to carry 
off tho moisture which escapes from 
the cheese, and which comes from 
the increased relative humidity duo 
to the reduction of temperature. If 
She relative humidity is too high 
tho cheese will have soft skins and 
and develop a tendency to mould 
badly. 

The system adopted at the Gov¬ 
ernment curing rooms lias worked 
admirably, und it can be employed 
without difficulty and at a moderate 
cost in connection with any cheese 
factory. Indeed, a largo number of 
factory curing rooms have already 
been remodeled on this system. Tho 
necessary alterations and additions 
involve the putting in of a cement 
concrete floor, some extra insulation, 
and the erection of an ice chamber. 
Mr. J. A. Ruddick, Chief of the 
Dairy Division, . Ottaw'n, who has 
this work in hand, points out that 
many of the existing curing rooms 
are large enough to ullow of an ice 
chamber being constructed in one 
end, and still leave sufficient , room 
for cheese. This applies more par¬ 
ticularly to the older factories 
Western Ontario. 

Where improvements ui'e proposed 
for next season, the work should 
be undertaken this fall, in order to 
have the ice chamber ready for filling 
during the winter. Mr. Kuddick has 
prepared plans showing his system of 
cooling for all classes of cheese fac¬ 
tory und creamery buildings, and he 
invifles those who contemplute im¬ 
proving old buildings or erecting 
nevPones to communicate with him, 
if they desire to have the benefit of 
hi a experience in these matters. 

This question of the cool curing of 
cheeBo is one in which the patrons of 
cheese factories should take the keen¬ 
est interest, because they will gain 
more through its adoption thun any 
other section of the trade. They 
should l»e willing to bear a share at 
least of the expense of refitting the 
factory. Tho present scale of 
charges for manufacturing cheese is 
based on the old plan, and it is too 
low- to secure a good service. 

Some of tlie factories with cool 
cured cheese have during the present 
I season been getting one-fourth of a 
"ceiU- above the highest price paid for 
the ordinary cured article, ami there 
is not the slightest doubt but the 
difference will be greater as cool cur¬ 
ed cheese become better known. In 
addition to the increased price there 
is n saving in shrinkage of about 
one und a hulf per cent.

OH THE MIL 

SEED POTATOES. 

The object of selection is to obtain 
a strain of potatoes which shall ex¬ 
cel other strains in some important 
feature or features. The one usually 
considered most important is yield, 
but quality is likewise requisite. 
Other Important considerations are 
earliness, shape, color of akin, dis¬ 
ease, resistance, etc. A bag of seed 
potatoes of one of <>ur best varieties 
will vary widely in yield. Recently 
we weighed the product from 600 
hills of selected tubers of Early 
Michigan, weighing each hill by it- 
writes Prof. Samuel Fraser. 
The number of tubers produced by 
a plant varied from one to 17. In 
one case, the weight of the product 
from one plant was but' half an 
ounce, while in others it was nearly 
2$ pounds. In other words, one 
plant yielded 80 times us much as 
its neighbor. This illustrates a 
common state of uffairs, that the va¬ 
riety of the potato is secondary to 
the strain. 

In selecting early varieties, we have 
decided here at the experiment sta¬ 
tion that a plant must yield at least 
a pound of tubers in order to bo 
worth growing, and that most of 
these mu,st be of marketable size and 
shape. For late varieties we have 
fixed our standard ut two pounds. 
With these weights and potutocs 
planted in rows 8 feet upurt. with 
the tubers 15 inches apart in the 
rows, there are 11,616 plants per 
acre. If 19 per cent, of the seed 
tubers grow, the yield will be 10.455 
pounds or 174 bushels per acre for 
early varieties and double this. or 
848 bushels, for late. As an ex¬ 
ample of what can be uttuined by 
careful breeding, it is worthy of 
note that in England Northern Stur 
last year commonly yielded from 10 
to 14 pounds of tubers per hill and 
Eldorado is reported us producing 
even higher yields. 

The grower may begin selection bv 
digging carefully, by hand, u number 
of hills of a variety, say 500 or 
more, «i;d leaving each hill on the 
ground by itself. The heaviest yield¬ 
ing plants should be taken uml 
weighed, if desired. We usually use 
paper sacks for collecting anti find 
that weighing is the only satisfac¬ 
tory way to determine the best hills. 
Often half of tile good yielding hills 
must be discarded on account of 
imperfections. Plants producing) 
rough, diseased or unshapely pota¬ 
toes, or those showing second growth 
HOLLOWNESS IN THE MIDDLE, 
deep eyes, or im\ing a marked ten¬ 
dency to grow too near the surface, 
so that many are sUn-hurntd. should 
be discarded, ulthough in t lie latter 
case this defect can generally be re¬ 
medied by deeper planting. If one 
or two tubers show an imperfection, 
it condemns the hill. 

If 25 or 30 good hills are obtain¬ 
ed from 500, these will form an ex¬ 
cellent start. Keep the progeny 
from each hill by itself and plunt 
them so that their progeny may be 
watch'd. Some will fuil; their vigor 
will be short-lived. IVrhups tho 
plants from one hill will be of such 
merit that they stand in u class by 
themselves. Such will more than 
pay for ull the trouble, und, in any 
case, the tubers from these selections 
will furnish much better seed than 
those taken promiscuously from tho 
field, or purchased. 

It is not necessary to go elsewhere 
continuously for seed potatoes. The 
best often grow at home, if one 
starts with a good strain. Selec¬ 
tion is the otdv wav to maintain a 
attain nt jn point of profitable pro¬ 
duction. This can be done by tho 
grower, or lie must continually re-

BULLETIN ON SEED WEEDS.

The Seed Division of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, Ottawa, has 
just issued an illustrated bulletin on 
the “Weed Seeds commonly found in 
Timothy, Alsike unu lied Clover 
Seeds." It is well known that largo 
quantities of seeds of many noxious 
weeds arc each year unwittingly 
sown with grass and clover seed. The 
rescnfblancc* of many weed seeds to 
the commercial seeds with which 
they are found makes their detection 
difficult to un untrained eye, even 
if they be present to the extent of 
several hundred per pound. It is 
therefore of great importance to bn 
able to identify at least the tweeds 
of those weeds which are seriously 
injurious in agriculture. The text 
and illustrations of this bulletin (No. 
Jff. New Series) ate published with 
a view to assist farmer to identify 
the more danger-need see% common 
to gruss and clover seed. The illus¬ 
trations of seeds are druwings by J. 
H. Fan 11, lecturer in Botany, Uni- 
versity of Toronto, and the descrip¬ 
tions are by G. H. Clark, Chief of 
the Seed Division.

Dr. George S. Conunt, aged 51, who 
died here on Friday of diabetes, is 
said to have willed his brain to the 
medical faculty of Cornell University 
that further investigation may bo 
made of a theory that his disease 
could be traced to the brain. Ho 
suffered for severul years, and after 
having consulted many specialists 
without obtaining any promise of re¬ 
lief or , hope of a cure Dr. Conant 
took up the study of diabetes, using 
himself as a subject for his experi¬ 
ments.

I The Moscow' correspondent of the 
London Morning Dost says thut u re¬ 
volt occurred in the Klutsthky bar¬ 
racks. which, however, was quickly 
quelled by the officers promising to 
redress the soldiers’ grievances.

case, the tutors from these selections 
W’iU furnish much better seed than 
those taken promiscuously from tho 
field, or purchased. 

It is not necessary to go elsewhere 
continuously for seed jmtatoes. The 
best often grow at home, if one 
sturts with n good strain. Selec¬ 
tion is the only wav to maintain a 
strain at a point of prolitablc pro¬ 
duction. This can bo done? by the 
grower, or he must continually re¬ 
plenish his stock of seed from some¬ 
one who does select. 

Store the selections properly in a 
cool cellar and give them u chance 
to grow when planted. Do not cut 
the seed tubers into too srnull piec¬ 
es, but have them about the size of 
an egg, and do not ruin a good 
thing by forcing it in the grodnhouso 
taking rooted cuttings, etc . which 
is so commonly done, to the detri¬ 
ment of new varieties. 

The selection of the best shaped 
tubers in spring is of little value. 
Frequently n plunt will produce only 
one good tuber, and, in thin latter 
method of selection, such might be 
taken. If seconds, or small tubers, 
are used for seed, they should bn 
from plants of known vigor and not 
from plants which can produce no¬ 
thing but seconds. At present wo 
feel that the plants und not the tub¬ 
er is the unit foe selection. Prof. 
GofT made selections from the best, 
and poorest plants of potatoes for 
14 consecutive years and the results 
obtained show that tho yield can 
be doubled by judicious selection, 
apart from any increase obtained by 
better tillage und fertilization. 

FEEDING CORN FODDERS. 

I lind that the most satisfactory 
way of handling corn is to cut with 
a harvester, writes L. D. YVnlson. I 
huve done this u number of years, 
using two each season, und find 
them exceedingly satisfactory Har¬ 
vesting by machinery is much more 
economical than the old method of 
cutting und shocking by hand. 

1 believe in making large shocks, 
and alwuys put 4u to 50 bundles in 
eudn shock. Do nut be afruid that 
they will not keep well, for l lind 
that us a rule there is very little 
damage of corn fodder spoiling in 
the shook. Tie the toj> of the shock 
together very tight und you will not 
ha'e much trouble of shocks going 
down. 

1 feed my corn fodder direct from 
the shook as far us possible. 1 keep 
a small uiiumnt in the stuck or barn 
Co feed in fuses of very bud weather. 

Do not for u moment compare corn 
feed from the bundle with bunked 
corn. The former, covered by 
ture’s shelter, keeps perfectly The 
cuts are sweet und are entirely con¬ 
sumed by cattle. Sheep will ent un.v 
corn from the shock feed tiougis. 
even though the corn be sdir added. 
Cuttle never have sore mouths from 
eating shock corn. Their mouths 
are frequently injured when the corn 
is husked and fed to them dry. nf 
course I hate my hogs follow the 
cuttle to get all the corn they waste. 

I have been a feeder of cuttle on u 
lurge scale for nearly 50 years. 1 
have frd all kinds of feedr-ground 
feeds ear corn, shredded corn, old- 
fashioned and new shock corn. For 
economy of labor and tho greatest 
profit. I find thut feeding shock corn, 
which has been out with the corn 
binder, the most economical and tho 
best in every way. It is much moro 
satisfactory than Husking the corn 
and grinding the feed. T wish I hail 
the money 1 have paid in tolls and 
for grinding feed, and also the mon¬ 
ey paid for husking corn. All pro¬ 
cesses are unnecessary.

How the Kangaroo* !'•* Their Fore* 
feet In ICatlnir. 

Kangaroos use their hands very read¬ 
ily to hold food In and to put It Into 
their mouths. As tlielr .fore legs are so 
short that they have to browse In a 
stooping position, they seem please 
when able to secure a large bunch ol 
cabbage or other vegetable provendor 
and to hold it in their hands to cat. 
Sometimes the young kangaroo, look¬ 
ing out of Its mother’s pouch, eritchca 
one or two of the leaves which the old 
one drops, and the pair may be seen 
each nibbling at the salad held in their 
hands, one, so to speak, “one floor 
above the other. The slow, deliberate 
clasping and unclasping of a chame¬ 
leon’s feet look like the movements 
which the hands of a sleep walker 
might make were he trying to creep 
downstairs. The chameleon s m e al¬ 
most deformed hands, .vet they have 
a superllcial resemblance to the feet 
of parrots, which more than other 
birds use their feet for many of tho 
purposes of a hand when feeding. 
To see many of the smaller rodents— 
ground squirrels, prairie dogs and mar- 
mots—bold food, usually in both paws, 
Is to learn a lesson in the dexterous use 
of hands without thumbs.

One of Xntnre** Queer Product* Thai 
Are Found In Africa. 

The Welwitschia mirnbilis is a won¬ 
der of the vegetable kingdom. It 
grows on the barren land of the west¬ 
ern side of Africa, whore rain is al¬ 
most unknown and the only moisture 
is that from dews which fall ut night. 
This plant was discovered in 18(50 by 
Dr. Welwitsch, nil eminent scientific 
traveler. The welwitschia is a tree 
which lives for many years, many 
specimens being estimated as more 
than 100 years old. 

Every year of its life increases its 
si/.o, yet it never grows higher. Ris¬ 
ing just above the ground this strange 
plant, looking like a rough round table, 
regularly enlarges by adding concen¬ 
tric layers to its circumference. The 
flat upper surface of the trunk is very 
hard and dark, resembling in color and 
texture t+ic crust of an overbaked lo:\f. 
The trunk attains the s!ze of from 
fourteen to eighteen feet in circum¬ 
ference. but is never more than a few 
inches above the ground. 

The welwitschia is remarkable in 
the fact that it never loses its first 
two leaves and never gets any more. 
These leaves Increase in size year aft¬ 
er year until they attain the length of 
six or eight feet or more. They are 
fiat and leathery and frequently split 
into numerous straps. 


and root of the nail, which fit* into 
the groove, aa a watch glass Into ita 
rim. The aurfacea of all these ridges 
are covered with growing cells which, 
aa they flatten and change into born, 
form one solid curved plate, the nail. 

Nails grow both in -thickness and 
length. The increase in thickness is 
caused by the formation bf nerve cells 
on the bed of the nail; the increase in 
length, through the formation of new 
folds at the binder port of the bed. 
The nail, thus constantly receiving ad¬ 
ditions from below and from behind, 
is slowly pushed forward over its bed 
till it projects beyond the end of the 
finger and Is cut off at intervals or 
worn away.

The CoIosmoI Show That Wa* Plan¬ 
ned hr Symmachn*. 

Symmnclius, last of the great nobles 
of Rome, who, blinded by tradition, 
thought to revive the glories of bis 
beloved city by reviving its shame, 
graphically describes the nnxietles of 
the preparations for one of these co¬ 
lossal shows, on which he Is said to 
have spent what would be about £80,- 
000 of our money. He began a year 
In advance. Ilorscs, bears, lions, 
Scotch dogs, crocodiles, cbnrlot driv¬ 
ers, hunters, actors and the best glad¬ 
iators were recruited from all parts. 
But when the time drew near nothing 
was ready. Only a few of the animals 
had come, and these were half dead 
of hunger and fatigue. The bears had 
not arrived and there was no news of 
the lions. At the eleventh hour th# 
crocodiles reached Rome, hut they re¬ 
fused to eat and had to be killed all 
at once In order that they might not 
die of hunger. It was even worse 
with the gladiators who were Intend¬ 
ed to provide, ns in all these beast 
show's, the crowning entertainment. 
Twenty-nine of the Saxon captives, 
whom Syramachus had clioBon on ac¬ 
count of the well known valor of their 
race, strangled one another in prison 
rather than fight to the death for the 
amusement of their conquerors. And 
Symmaciius, with all his real elevation 
of mind, w'as moved to nothing but 
disgust by their sublime- choice! 
Rome in her greatest days had gloried 
In these shows. How could a man 
be a patriot who sot his face against 
customs which followed the Roman 
eagles round the w’orld? How many 
times since then has patriotism been 
held to require the extinction of moral 
sense?—Contemporary Review.

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SOME TIMELY RECIPK3. 

Fried Eggplant—Pare and out the 
eggplant Into slices a quarter af an 
inch thick.

Place another plate 
on top with a weight to hold it 
down flrxuly. Let drain an hour, 
then dry the slices with a napkin.

Dip 
the pieces in the ogg, next in the 
cracker crumbs, sprinkle with pep¬ 
per, and fry them in butter, or in 
butter and drippings, to a rich 
brown.

Broiled Eggplant with Sauce.—Cut 
tho eggplant lengthwise into quarter- 
inch slices, after paring and cover 
with boiling salted water. When . 
cool enough, dry in a napkin, dip 
each slice in melted butter, season j 
with oeppor and u trifle more salt if | 
needed* arrange tho slices in a broil¬ 
er, and broil for five minutes on each 
side, over a clear fire. Arrange 
them on a hot dish, spread over 
them the following suuce, and serve 
at once : For sauce, put one ounce I 
of good butter in a bowl, adding a 
teaspoonful of very finely chopped j 
partly, and tho juice of half u lem¬ 
on Beat to a cream with a fork, ! 
and set away in a cool place till ! 
needed. 

Sweet Pickled Peaches.—Seven lbs. ! 
peaches, pared; four pounds white 
sugar; one pint strong vinogur; Mace, 
cinnamon and cloves. Pare jieaches. 
Put into the kettle with alternate 
layers of sugar. Heat slowly to a 
boil; add the vinegar anti spice; boil ! 
five minutes; take out the peaches I 
with n perforated skimmer ami ' 
spread upon dishes to cool. Boil 
the syrup thick; pack the fruit in 
glass jars and pour the syrup on 
boiling hot. Examine every few 
days for the first month, and should 
it show signs of fermenting, 9et tho 
jars (uncovered) in a kettle of water 
und heat until the contents are 
scalding. 

Chili Sauce.—Thirty-six large, ripe, 
sound tomutocs chopped. (This is a 
heaping pock.) Six red peppers; if 
very large, four. Six large, sound 
onions. Four level tablespoonfuls of 
suit. Eight tublespoqnfuls of sug¬ 
ar; two teuspocinfuls each of ground 
ginger, cloves, allspice and cinnamon; 
one-foui’tli of a level teaspoonful of 
cayenne pepper; one grated nutmeg; 
eight teacups of good vinegar. Put 
the vinegur into the vessel in which 
you intend to cook it—preferably 
granite—add sugar and salt., and us 
the juice of the tomatoes inconven¬ 
iences the chopping process, pour it 
oil into this vinegar, or pour the 
tomatoes into n flat sifter; then, 
when the juice has been druined o(T, 
continue* in the sifter with a largo 
dish under it to make it firm. Cook 
all together until it is thoroughly 
done, which will be about the time 
most of the juice anti vinegar have 
cooked out. This makes about three 
quarts. Put in air-tight jars un i 
keep in cool cellar. If made for 
summer use 1 often keep a jar in the 
refrigerator. If for winter, put up 
as late as you can get good toma¬ 
toes. 

Roll Jelly Ouke.—One and one-half 
scant cups of granulated sugar. 
Three-quarters of a cup of flour 
(scant). One teusuoonful of vanilla. 
Two teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 
One teaspoonful of water. Three eggs.

TO REMOVE STAINS. 

For Boot on carpets, whore it has 
been dropped from the stovepipe or 
chimney, sprinkle freely with salt, 
then sweep it up lightly. 

For grease-spots on carpets, lay * 
heavy blotting-paper over the 
then iron with* a hot iron. This 
may nqt be a success where tho spots 
are very largo and have boon allowod 
to remain too long, and in such 
cases apply plentifully and faithfully 
dry buckwheat flour; never put liquid 
on such spots. 

If a carpet has seen hard service 
and is badly soiled, brighten nnd 
clean by sponging the surface or rub¬ 
bing with a solution of ammonia, 
borax, and water in the proportion 
of about one tablcspoonful of liquid 
ammonia nnd an equal quantity of 
powdered borax to one quart of 
water. Clean one small place thor¬ 
oughly and dry well with a soft flan¬ 
nel before another is touched. 

To clean smoky marble, brush a 
paste of chloride of lime and wator 
over tho surface. 

Crease-spots can be removed by al>- 
plying a paste of crude potash and 
whiting in tho same manner. 

Ripe tomatoes will remove ink and 
some other stains from white cloth 
also from the hands. 

For fruit-stains, let the spotted 
part absorb a little water without 
dipping it, then hold the stained part 
over, two or three lighted brimstone 
matches at a prudent distance. 

For iron-rust, use lemon-juice and 
salt or starch spread upon the spots, 
nnd repeat if necessary, A better 
way is to have salts of lemon pre¬ 
pared and ready in a bottle. Dis¬ 
solve in water enough to cover, and 
moisten the spot with this. It will 
not rot the articles. When dry, wash 
in dear water. 

For mildew, soak the article in 
sour milk, and 4uy in the sunshine 
to dry; or dip the article in a solu -1 
tion <yf one part of chloride of lime 
and twelve parts of water (strained) 
and lu 3 ' in the sunshine. Repeat if 
necessary. As soon as white, rinso 
thoroughly. 

Yellowed linen can be whitened by 
soaking in buttermilk for two or 
three days.

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THE WHITE MAN IN AFRICA. 


Population of Principal Towns in 
the Transvaal. 

The ditJcussion as to tho ndmission 
of Indians to the new South African 
colonies has drawn renewed attention 
to the sluto of these colonies us re¬ 
gards their white population, nnd 
upon this question interesting, and, 
it may lie ivmurked. the only auth¬ 
entic evidence is ulTorded by the re¬ 
cently published analyses of the cen¬ 
sus returns of the present year. At 
present the figures are unaudited. *| 

These returns show that on the 
night oi Aprjl 17 last there were in 
the Trunsvual proper 1,268,710 per¬ 
sons, of whom only 299,827 were 
white, while 945,498 were uboriginnl 
natives, und 28,891 other colored 
races. In Swa/.ieland, the census of 
which is given with that of the 
Transvaul, there wore in all 85,484 j 
persons, of whom only 898 were' 
whites, und the remainder aboriginal 
natives, with tho exception of 55 
other colored people. In the Orange 
Colony there were 285,045 persons, 
of whom 148,419 were whites and 
241.62(i colored. 

In tho Transvaul the largest groups 
of white folk, are, «s may be expect¬ 
ed, on the Hand and at Pretoria. 
The Witwatersrand district includes 
•1 ohunnesburg municipality, Boks- 
burg, (Jermiston, and Krugers orp as 
urban ureas, with a total oi 92,410 
white, and sub-districts 28,029 
whites, muking, with a small force 
of regular soldiers nt Krugersdorp ; 
camp (1,171) u total white popula¬ 
tion on the Hand of 116,070. Of 
these 84.11 ure accounted for by 
Johannesburg itself. The Hand dis-j

Pie Crust.—One cup of lard; one 
teaspoonful of salt; one quart of 
flour. Mix thoroughly flour and lard 
and salt, and add just enough iced 
water to knead nicely. 

Lemon Filling.—One cup of boiling 
water; two eggs; two tablespoons of 
corn starch; ono-half cup of water; 
set in a kettle of water and boil un¬ 
til thoroughly done. 

German Potato Dumplings.—Twelve 
large boiled and grated potatoes; 
one-half loaf of roasted bread 
crumbs; six eggs (not necessary to 
be beaten.) A pinch of salt (gener¬ 
ous); one small cupful of flour. Work 
all together, form into round balls 
about the size of ping-pong balls, 
roll them in flour, boil in a deep ket¬ 
tle in plenty of water with two tab- 
lespoonfuls of salt in it. Boil until 
they swim—or about twenty to V W|^- 
ty minutes; Drain and dry thenim 
the oven. They are delicious next 
day. sliced and fried in butter. 

Sweet Cider Jelly.—One quart of 
sweet cider, one qt. sugar. Heat the 
cider to boiling point in your kettle, 
also heat sugar in oven. When cider 
is ready to boil add sugar; let boil 
aguin and skim, then boil until, by 
cooling u little, you find it solid 
enough when pour into tumblers. 

PICTURE FRAMES AND WALLS. 

One woman who is successful in 
getting good cfTeets in her house uses 
the trick of framing, or mounting, 
her pictures in u color to match the 
wall in her bedrooms. “I find.” she 
says, “that when one moves or 
cleuns house, the pictures get sifted 
and resifted so that when one finally 
gets to the bedrooms there is a col¬ 
lection that is hardly worth rehang¬ 
ing. Without some special treat¬ 
ment, it would be to the urtistic in¬ 
terests of the room in question to 
banish them to the basement or send 
them to the rummuge sale. There 
are, however, lingering memories 
about them, und some of them have 
been household treasures, and by 
using the color of the wall to give 
their, a harmonious effect they may 
once more be made things of joy in 
the household. The light tints with 
which the flat bedroom is usually cal- 
cimincd are readily matched at the 
picture framing store, and will often 
blend successfully with pictures, both 
old and new. 

“For instance, in u room done in a 
soft, terra eottu pink brown photo¬ 
graphs can be' hung. Tuke the old 
ones out of the frames and rcuiut 
with terra eottu, and you will have 
a charming effect, both upon Ihu 
picture und upon the old fashioned 
frame, which is probably of either 
walnut or gold.” 

In a room in which this plan was 
followo.1, new photographs of both 
deep brown and terra cotta tone 
were bound in passe part out edge,

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THE LARGEST FLOWER. 

The Rufflesia is a strange plant It 
grows in Sumatra anil derives its 
name from Sir Stamford Raffles, 
Governor of Sumatra at one time, 
and his friend Dr* Arnold, u natural¬ 
ist. They were ■the first white men 
to discover the wonderful plant. It 
is suiil to be till largest and most 
magnificent flower in the world. It 
is composed of five roundish petals, 
each a foot across and of a brick rod 
color, covered with numerous irregu¬ 
lar yellowish white swellings. The 
lK.*tuIs surround a cup nearly u foot 
wide the margin of which bears the 
stamens. 

This cup is filled with a fleshy 
disk, tho uj>por surface of which is 
everywhere covered with projections 
like miniature cow's horns. The cup 
when free from its contents would 
hold about twelve pints of water. 
The flower weighs fifteen pounds. It 
is very thick, the petals being three- 
quarters of an inch in thickness. 
With its beamy one is led to expect 
sweetness, but its odor is that of 
tainted beef, nnd Dr. Arnold sup¬ 
posed thut even the flies were deceiv¬ 
ed by the smell and were depositing 
their eggs in the thick disk, taking 
jt for a piece of carrion. 
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Excessive perspiration is usually 
an indication of lowered vitality. 
Tho following but»h will be found 
beneficial in restoring lone to the 
skin: Provide n pail of water as 
cold ns you can obtain, and another 
of water ns worm us can be borne 
by the skin. Wm.ve a sponge or tow¬ 
el for each pail. Now •tip a sponge 
or one of tho towels into tho pail 
of cold water, nnd pass it rapidly 
over the skin. Then immediately do 
the same with the other towel or 
sponge, which has been dipped in the 
hot water. Do this six or eight 
times, getting at each bath three or 
four applications of hot and three or 
four of the cold water. This bath 
tuken night and morning will prob¬ 
ably soon restore the skin to its 
normal tone. In addition to this, 
care should bo given to the general 
health. * ■ 


The chef to tho Cfcar of Russia 
leads what in popular parliance 
would be termed a “dog’s life." His 
Majesty has an irritating habit of 
personally ordering dishes to be pre¬ 
pared for him, and then refusing 
them, and demanding something] 
quite different when they are served. 
Home of the dishes he desires are exj 
traordinary, too. “Elk in ten fash¬ 
ions,” was his brusque order when 
tho responsible official begged humb¬ 
ly to know if his Majesty had any 
wishes concerning t»no forthcoming] 
dinner. So elk had to be procured, 
and the whole culinary staff set to 
work to stew, roast, and otherwise 
treat it. Then, when it was placed 
on the menu, Nicholas frowned and 
would have nothing to do with it. 
He wanted black game. Fortunately 
some was at hand, but uncooked, 
and the meal was delayed until the 
birds were ready for the imperious 
young monarch. The Russian chef 
is paid a sum equivalent to about 
$5,500 a yeur, and the worry is 
worth it. 

King Carlos of Portugal is the 
stoutest of all European monarchs, 
and this may be due to his love of 
English foods. Nothing deligihts him 
so much as simple roast joints and 
poultry, with plain gravies and sau¬ 
ces. His own chef, Uillington is an 
Englishman, und though his salary 
is but the equivalent of $3,750 a 
year, his duties are so easy that the 
position is almost u sinecure. Wtheu 
King Curios is dining ulone, his ev¬ 
ening meal frequently consists sim¬ 
ply of a few oysters, a portion of a 
Porterhouse steak, und a little Gru- 
yere cheese. Then* are plenty of 
French cooks in tho Portuguese Roy¬ 
al service, but their efforts are con¬ 
sumed by the Queen and ludies and 
gentlemen of the Court, the King 
keeping away from Continental cook¬ 
ery as much as possible. 

A MACARONI ARTIST. 

If the average person were asked 
which of the European monurchs 
kept u. cook specially to prepare ma¬ 
caroni, the answer would naturally 
be the King of Italy. This is noti 
so, however, as the macaroni chef, 
though an Italian by nationality, is 
in the service of the King of 
Greece. Not only is he expert ut 
preparing the dish in every possible 
way. but ‘lie also “builds" it into all 
sorts of cqrious shupcs. Macaroni 
may be described as the staple food 
of King George, ns he insists upou 
having it on the tuble nnd partak¬ 
ing of it at. every lueul in some form 
or another. 

An English chef would probably bo 
ft fuilure in the service of the King 
of Spain, us his young Majesty is 
extremely partial to goal, an ani- 
inal which our cooks would find 
some difficulty in preparing correct¬ 
ly. An he couples this with a liking 
for tiie garlic beloved of his country¬ 
men, his chef’s ingenuity is frequent¬ 
ly tuxed to provide something new 
in tht* way of dishes. Goose stuffed 
with chestnuts is another favorite of 
Alphonso’s. 

I he Scandinavian monarchs arc 
simple, almost homely, in their 
choice of foods, and their cooks huva 
°nsy times. The King of Norway, in 
particular, is partial to cold meats 
and fish, anil very often dines entire* 
ly on cold foods. Herrings with to* 
matoox are favorite mixture of his, 
and reindeer flesh, which is a popu« 
lar food in the country, always find* 
u place on the Royal table.

IDEAS WITHOUT BRAIDS 

QUEER INVENTIONS YOU NEV¬ 
ER HEAR OF. 

Instances Where Fortunes Have 
Been Spent in Trying to 
Sell Useless Articles. 

Tho mad inventor is a well-known 
chaructcr in fiction. He is general¬ 
ly pictured ns a man who has spent 
a fortune in trying to perfect the 
most impossible articles. This per¬ 
son, however, does not exist in fic¬ 
tion only, but is a character drawn 
from a similar class of people in real 
life. There are hundreds of people 
wHo have invented what one might 
call impossible articles, nnd spent 
fortunes in trying to place them on 
the market. 

Some of the ideas of these people 
aro indeed strange, and It ho following 
instances were related to the writer 
by a well-known patent agent : 

One man applied for a patent for 
a pair of boots, which lie said would 
wreck the boot and shoe trade. 'Ihe 
soles cf them were made of iron, so 
that they would form'a small box 
on ctfcli foot. These boxes, accord¬ 
ing to the inventor, were to be Ull- 
ed with chnrcoul in tho winter, and 
broken ice in the summer.

ON NEWFOUNDLAND'S D&EARY 
SHORES. 

Escapes and Adventures of tha 
Great Annual Fishing 
Trip. 

Of all the varied forms that fish¬ 
ery enterprise assumes in many seas, 
there is, says a writer in the New 
York Sun, probably none more dar¬ 
ing than tho annual migration of 
20,000 Newfoundlanders to and from 
Labrador, spending the summer in 
trawling for cod fish nlong that 
dreary, desolate. sub-Arctic sea¬ 
board. This migration northward in 
the spring aftd southward again in 
the autumn, om/braces not only the 
flshormen themselves, but their wives 
and children, with their household 
goods and domestic animals. These 
are conveyed to the lonely strand in 
the little fishing smacks and estab¬ 
lished in miserable wooden or turf 
huts in the harbors that indont the 
rockribbed coa*tl ! n'»—if ice and fog 
and fog and tempest allow the peri¬ 
lous passage to bo made in safety. 

Tho outside worM has small con¬ 
ception of the dangers chat attend 
ovory stage of this industry, or of 
tho privations and misery endured by 
these hardy fisher folk in their six 
months’ struggle to wrest n Mibsis- 
tenco from tho ocean. Disaster and 
death follow in tho wake of tho lit¬ 
tle argosies, and the annual death 
roll'often assumes appalling propor¬ 
tions. 

WHOLE CREWS LOST. 

Whole crews are engulfed by tho 
mighty billows, and tho entire sea¬ 
board is strewn with the wreck of 
craft piled there by the spring breez¬ 
es or autumn gales, Bergs and floes 
do their part to augment, the wrecks, 
and in the blinding fog$ collireriona 
and stranding* add to the fatalities. 

When spring opens the fisher boats 
are fitted out for the venture and 
their living freights are embarked. 
The earliest arrivals pick tho ohoic- 
cst fishing grounds, so thore is gener¬ 
al striving to make tho run a* speed¬ 
ily us possible. The vessels have to- 
thread their way through the ice 
strewn sea, stretching far beyond tho 
horizon. Dispersing and reassem¬ 
bling with every change of wind, 
these rest less mosses mean certairf 
destruction to any craft unfortunate 
enough to bo nipped between thorn. 

Only a week ago five men and twq 
women reached the ujjpor shore, the 
only Survivors of twenty-two souls 
of the schooner Albatross, which 
had been sunk by the ice. leaving 
them to float about on the floes for 
four days and nights without food, 
fire or shelter. 

Last year the Puritan was noshed 
under similar circumstances wit hi 
fifty-seven persons aboard. The 
survivors were adrift for more than 
seventy-two hours in equally hel]>- 
less condition. Some of the women 
had infants less than a year old. ♦ 
DANGER FROM ICEBERGS. 

The Icebergs cause the worst tra¬ 
gedies, because they are rarely sight¬ 
ed in tlmo to escape, and t'he impact 
of a frail craft against one of thorn 
shutters her like a bundle of splin¬ 
tered bourde, leaving but a few hulf- 
drowned wrotchea to flout aron,nd on 
plunks and hencoops. Now and then 
a crow, or part of It. will find lodg¬ 
ment on the berg itself, and remain 
there, chilled and despairing, until 
Romo other vossk.i 1 succors them. 
There is no mature Labrador fisher¬ 
man who cannot recount thrilling 
personal experiences with bergs and 
lloos, or display scars from frostbite 
acquired in protracted exposure after 
meeting the dire misfortune of ship- 
wropfc amid the snow-flecked seas. 

\Yhon inshore winds pack the coast 
of Newfoundland with frown prairies 
the fishing vessels have to harbor 
whore they may. Two seasons back 
133 craft were held prisoners in Gri- 
guot, Haven for nearly three weeks.

HOW PIRATE CREWS WORK. 

Work is at a standstill, and when 
tho crew return to the vessel, mut 
iny and quarrels invariably lollow. 
But there is on even more terrible 
side of the system, for it is port of 
the methods of the less scrupulous 
copers to rob their patrons during 
their stay on the boat. I Then thoy 
make haste to get their victims back 
to the trawler, and themselves set 
sail with all speed for bx>me obscure 
port In Holland. 

A carefully planned system of pir¬ 
acy has been carried out for some 
time by Finnish seamen, and four 
cases have already been heard In the 
English police-courts. A gang of men 
go together to a captain who is mak-, 
ing up his crew, and secure employ¬ 
ment. They arc excellent seamen,, 
and all goes well until the vcs:cl is 
on the high seas. Then one Light 
they break into the captain’s room, 
and make demands which it is quite 
impossible for him to accept. At 
once there is mutiny, and the ship 
is plundered, an taken to a point 
wnere they have plotted to meet a 
schooner sailed by their accomplices. 
The cargo is shifted, and tho vessel 
dcsortod, tho captain and his couple 
or three English hands only b«*ing 
left on beard. 

SCOURGE OF THE HEBRIDES.

Two of the men 
were killed, but the remainder even¬ 
tually reached I.agos, tram whence 
they were sent home to England by 
tho consul. 

WHALING THIEVES, 

Among the whaling fleet and the 
sealers pirates still carry ot\ their 
desperate work, und a gunboat is 
frequently culled to protect the ves¬ 
sels. These robbers sail In \essels 
built exactly on the lines of the ships 
among which they go. so that the 
traders cannot tell whether it is a 
friendly vessel of the whaling und 
sealing fleet or a pirate which is ap¬ 
proaching them.

Blades, in his biter*-May volume, 
“The Enemies of Bonks.” h::s idiown 
that several wery real ! .>jk\v< :*ms are 
undesirable tenants of old libraries, 
and he has studied closely several 
specimens sent him and described their 
ravages. 

Two grubs in particular richly de¬ 
serve this name, the nnobium, pertl- 
nax or erudilus a ml tlie oeeophora. 
The nnobium, a small, light colored, 
brown headed grub, with a body like 
tbln ivory or transparent wax, boars 
a close resemblance to the white mag¬ 
gots of a Stilton cheese. Working 
with a pair of strong jaws, like a steel 
bit, the grub begins tit the wooden 
boards and if allowed will perforate 
the whole volume, ’/ho occophoru, 
similar to the nnobium, except for the 
possession of six legs, is not unlike 
the so called doatJiwaleh. 

M. l'cignot asserts that ho found 
twenty-seven volumes in one row 
pierced from end to end by a single 
worm tunnel. Mr. Blades doubts ibis, 
but lias himself seen two volumes so 
treated, with no fewer than 212 die- 
tluct holes on one cover. 

i THE ODOMETER. 


It Wan Known to Kntfinccrw ot tha 
Alexandrian School. 

The odometer, au instrument for 
meatfuring distance traversed lu a car¬ 
riage, is no modern invention. The 
first description of It is to be found 
In u fragment of a Greek treatise and 
was known to engineers of the Alex¬ 
andrian school. 

Passing to more modern days, we 
find that on Jun. 3, 3.508, a book was 
published in Nuremberg which pro¬ 
fessed to give a “succinct, detailed and 
positive explanation” of various sys¬ 
tems of measurement by means of 
such an Instrument. This “divider/* 
as the author calls it, had a wheel 
which carried in its axle an indicatoi 
worked by the circular movement; at 
tach turu a needle made a stroke, 
which was transmitted to the dial. 

ThiB odometer, divided into 100 
equal parts, had a long hand and a 
short, like modern clocks, the latter 
moving one stroke as often as its big 
brother made a complete round of the 
dial. 

Another odometer, said to have been 
Invented by Peter the Cheat, way 
phown at the Moscow polytechnic ex : 
iiibitioq in 1872. It was called 4 
vverst counter” and worked excel¬ 
lently. _
